Washington, May 6.—(Special.)}—The house 
ig preparing to take immediate action to- 
wards repealing the sugar bounty. That 
done, it will be able to prevent the con- 
gummation of the trade made in the senate 
on the sugar schedule of the tariff bill. 
With the bounty repealed the Louisiana 
genators will have to take what protection 


they can get for sugar. They cannot af- 
ford to vote age est the bill, if the house 
should make the G\gy as low as half a cent 
g pound, for that wm »be better than noth- 
ing. and with the bounty clause of the 
MeXinley Jaw repealed they can get noth- 
ing, even if the present tariff bill should 
fail, Thus, with a repeal of the bounty, 
it will be to their interest to vote for a 
fariff Will, whatever be the sugar schedule. 

To bring this about, a special meeting of 
the house ways and means committee has 
been called for tomorrow to report the 
Dockery resoluticn, repealing the bounty as 
an amendment to the legislative appropria- 
tions Dill. The house is overwhelmingly 
for it and will pass it. The senate will al- 
most surely do likewise. Then the house 
will have arranged matters by which a 
proper sugar schedule can be placed in the 
tariff bill. The house is determined not 
t destroy the principles upon which the 
tariff bill was constructed by giving a high 
protective tariff on sugar with wide dis- 
gimination in favor of the trust.

IN CONGRESS THIS WEEK. 


The Senate Will Have the Tariff Bill. 
Business Before the House. 
Washington, May 6—Immedixtely after 
the routine business tomorrow, probably as 
early as 11:30 o’clock, the senate will £0 
into executive session to discuss the Chi- 
nese treaty. The finance committee will 
meet Tuesday morning, and, after giving 
formal consideration to the tariff amend- 

ments, will report them back favorably. 

The :course of debate after Tuesday is 
somewhat problematical. Tuesday Mr. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, will address the 
senate on the revenue features of the tariff 
measure. 

Last week the clause fixing the date when 
the bill shall take effect was passed over, 
and when Saturday came the discussion 
wis ostensibly over the second senate com- 


mittee amendment found In lines six and) 


seven of the opening paragraph, which 
adds to the house provision that there shall 
be collected on all articles imported from 
foreign countries the words, ‘‘or withdrawn 
for consumption,’’ the rates of duty, etc. 

Much of the debate of the week following 
the introduction of the amendments will 
be of an impromptu character, concerning 
the changes made, and it will doubtless be 
the policy of the minority to draw out their 
opponents by caustic questions, and then 
embroil them in colloquies as to Why and 
how the numerous amendments came to be 
made, 

Mr. Harris, if the remarks he has made 
are correctly interpreted, will insist upon 
longér sessions, and if this course is pur- 
sued, the republicans will meet it with such 
means as happen to come to hand, They 
will debate the bill, as at present, until 6 
o’clock, but after that hour will protect 
against the further discussion of the meas- 
ure fof the day.

Adjournment. 


NEARLY ALL OF THEM WERE DRUNK. 


A Danse du Ventre Before a Select 
Crowd at a Hotel. 


INHUMAN TREATMENT OF THE GIRL. 


She Was Leit in a Stupor in a Bath-tub 
with the Water Turned On. 
Senator Hiil Attacked, 


iwew York, May 6.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)}—The adjournment of the _ recent 
corrupt republican legislature was the be- 
ginning of orgy which is only now com- 
ing to a close with disastrous results to 
the health of several of the prominent re- 
publicans who took part in it. The first 
months of the session were hard for the 
avaricious members of the legislature, who 
found nobody to bribe them, since the lobby 
had been banished during democratic ad- 
ministrations. But it was not long until 
the lobby returned and established its head- 
quarters, to the great cheer of the rural 
republicans, especially the members of the 
senate. During the last two weeks of the 
session there were eleven matters in which 
there was money, ranging from $500 to 
$1,500 a senator, according to his prominence 
and whether he was high in committee or 
not. 
After a long «rid season the money 
reached the assembly during the closing 
days of the session and brought about a 
time of great prosperity. It was more money 
than some of the accidental legislators had 
ever seen before in their lives. They re- 
ceived it, together with the remainder of 
their pay, and a glorious time for all con- 
cerned began. On the last night of the 
session there were so many members drunk 
that the speaker had to declare the assem- 
adjourned through his inability to 
transact business. In the senate there 
were two republican senators so drunk that 
they constantly interrupted the proceed- 


| ings, and wore out one presiding officer af- 


ter another. 

The big drunk thus started by several 
prominent republicans continued the next 
day. Little business was done in either 
house in the morning. The bills which were 
passed were not checked up, and stray bills 
are still being sent from time to time to 
the governor as they appear from different 
quarters. 

Amid great disorder the assembly ad- 
journed, having done little business since 
the members started on their big drunk 
of the night before. 

That night a party of republicans, mem- 
bers of the legislature, almost all of them 
from the rural districts, made a round of 
the disorderly houses of Albany and opened 
several cases of champagne. They all be- 
came, if possible, more drunk than before. 
From one of these resorts they got a girl 
who had learned to dance the danse du 
ventre. 

The party took her to the rooms of one 
of the most prominent republicans in the 
legislature in the Delavan house. This re- 
publican has a suite of rooms with a bath- 
room More champagne was ordered here, 
which the members of the legislature and 
the dancing girl drank. It was not long be- 
fore she became as drunk as they were. 

Then she took off all ‘her clothes and did 
her dance, to the admiration of the rural 
republicans, who had never seen anything 
ot the kind before. The mingled effects of 
dancing and champagne caused the girl to 
collapse on the floor. It seemed to these 
rura: republicans that it would be a good 
joke to put her in the bathtub and turn on 
the water. They did this. 

The plug was in the bathtub and after 
the water was turned on the members left 
her ther:. If one of them had not sobered 


/up a little and gone in to turn off the water 


and taken out the plug the girl might have 
been drowned, because she was in an al- 
coholic stupor. 

The rural republicans slept on the floor 
and around the room that night and thg 
nakeu dancing girl slept in the bathtub. In 
the morning she was smuggled out. 

This debauch and orgy combined has 
broken the health of several of the men 
who were engaged in it. It is reported 
that one of the most prominent of them had 
an attack of the tremens. In any event, he 
has not appeared since and his friends are 
a good deal disturbed over the resulting 
sickteses. 
_All the, politicians around the capitol know 
about . the ‘orgy, and. notwithstanding ‘the 
efforts to suppress~the knowledge, inklings 
of the facts have become known around the 
Delavan house. The -stories include the 
names of the members and the name of 
the dancing girl whom they got. It was 
the biggest orgy that has taken place in 
Albany since the time of Tweed.

JUMPED FROM A WINDOW. 


Max Meyer, a Wealthy Merchant of 
Selma, Commits Suicide. 

New York, May 6. Max Meyer, a wealthy 
dry goods merchant of Selma, Ala., jumped 
from a fourth story window of the fash- 
ionable Graham apartment house at Thirty- 
ninth street and Madison avenue. early 
this morning and received injuries from 
which he died two hours later. Mr. Meyer 
had been suffering from insomnia and tem- 
porary aberration for some time past and 
came to New York recently to be treated 
by a specialist in nervous diseases. At 3 
o'clock this morning, while his nurse was 
temporarily absent, he arose from his bed, 
went to the window and jumped to the 
sidewalk, sixty feet below. He struck a 
bronze railing which surrounds the house, 
bending it as if it was so much lead. 
When picked up his chest was crushed in 
and his head terribly mangled. His at- 
tendant was immediately summoned, but 
despite the doctor’s efforts Mr. Meyer died 
in two hours without regaining conscious- 
ness.

SEVERE STORMS IN THE WEST. 


Hailstones Do Great Damage to Iowa 
City—A Storm in Illinois. 

Iowa City, Ia., May 6.—The severest 
storm known for years swept over the city 
at-5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. In fif- 
teen minutes more than $200,000 damage was 
done to buildings and contents. The dam- 
age in the country is very great, The 
storm came from the west, preceded by dark 
clouds with vivid streaks of lightning and 
mutterings of thander, Azmos, total. dark- 
ness prevailed just before the storm broke. 
Hailstones fell thick and fast, crushing 
through plate glass windows, peppering 
roofs and flooding stares and dwellings. 
Cathedral glass and memorial windows suf- 
fered greatly, as did many. fine plate win- 
dows in residencez. 

Many store fronts were beaten in. The 
St. James hotel, The Republican office and 
state university building and ‘many other 
prominent buildings suffered severely. 

Until a very short time before the storm 
broke the day was beautiful and the 
streets were crowded with people. \No fa- 
talities are reported, but many were injured 
by runaway teams and pelting of hail- 
stones which were unusually large. By ac- 
tual measurement some were eight to nine 
and a half inches in circumference. 

A Chureh Wrecked. 

Mount Carroll, IllL., May 6.—Early last 
evening the most destructive rain, hail and 
wind storm visited this city that has ever: 
been known here. The First Baptist church 
is a total wreck, the furniture and fine 
pipe organ being completely destroyed. 
Trees were blown down and much other 
damage was done. Rumors of disastrous 
wrecks southwest of the city are current 
but cannot yet be veriiied. There was no 
loss of life so far as learned. 

Damage in Wyoming Valley. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 6.—A severe wind 
storm, accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning, swept over the Wyoming valley this 
afternoon. The rain came down for several 
hours in torrents, inundating cellars and 
flooding many of the streets, causing con- 
siderable damage. The damage to farm 
houses, barns and other buildings in the 
country districts is very great. During the 
storm hail fell for at least a quarter of an 
a late reports it appears that today’s 
storm will entail a loss of over $100,000 in 
this county. The big coal breaker at Maltby 
was badly damaged, as was also Simpson 
& Watkins’s breaker, near Wyoming. On 
these two structures alone the loss will 
reach $20,000. 

A Blow in West Virginia. 
‘Huntington, W. Va.,. May 6—A disas- | 
trous ‘wind and thunder storm, accompanied 
by @ heavy townpour of »rain, passed over 
this region of Ohio, Kentucky and West 
Virginia about 6 o’clock this evening. At 
least fifteers houses were unroofed or blown 
down. At Central. City,~two miles below. 
here, the Ohio River ::ratiroad shops and 
roundhouse were completely . demolished, 
and J, H. Burkhart, a mMancat work on the 
former, was badly hurt. Engines and 
coaches were damaged. The full extent of 
the loss cannot be ascertained for some 
hours yet. 

The La Chan: paigne Ashore. 

New York, May 6.—The French line steam- 
er, La Champaigne, which arrived this 
morning lies hard and fast upon the beach 
close under the big guns of Fort Hamilton, 
within one hundred yards of the shore, and 
there she is likely to stay until her cargo 
is taken out. She went ashore at high tide 
while going at a good rate of speed. The 
next high tide will not float her without 
the ship is lightened considerably. The 
steamer glided on the soft bottom and lies 
within two hundred feet of the beach. All 
the life boats were immediately lowered to 
be used if necessary. 

The steamer was not. released from her 
position at high tide this cvening. Her 
cabin passengers were taken to New York 
this afternoon on the steamer Rosa, ani 
the steerage passengers landed at Ellis is- 
land. 


More Earthquakes in Greece. 

Athens, May 6.—A severe earthquake was 
felt at 5 o'clock this morning in Thebes, 
Livadia and Atalanta. A violent trembling 
was felt in northern Euboei. The king and 
his party landed this morning at Stylada, 
on the gulf of Zituni, and drove to Lamia, 
where the Te Deum service was given on a 
platform erected in the square.

The New York Senator Says Bimetallism, 
by Agreement or Independently, 
Is to Be the Issue of the Future. 


London, May 6.—Samuel Smith, liberal, 
moved in the house of commons Saturday 
evening that the government endeavor to 
secure a stable par for the exchange of 
gold and silver by international agreement. 
The house counted the motion out without 
discussion. 

What Senator Hill Says. 

Washington, May 6—Senator Hill, in 
speaking of the international bimetallic 
conference in London, said: 

“T joined in the dispatch to the bimetal- 
lists of England because I desired to en- 
courage .them in their earnest efforts to 
promote the cause of a double gtandard. 
The best interests of the world would be 
subserved by making gold and silver the 
standard money of all countries. The best 
thinkers, the best statesmen and the best 
financiers are gradually but surely realiz- 
ing the fact that a single standard of gold 
means the impoverishment of the people 
everywhere, and that some adequate relief 
from present conditions is essential. 

“An international agreement between the 
leading nations recognizing silver as stand- 
ard money with gold is the goal to reach 
which every effort should now be 
made. It is feasible, it ig desirable, it is 
important. 

“It is the duty of this government to 
pursue that course which will surely hasten 
the day when bimetallism shall be an ac- 
complished fact. If the present adminis- 
tration does not shape its ruling in that 
direction the people will select one that 
will. Bimetallism, either by international 
agreement or independently, if necessary, 
is to be the great issue of the future.” 

Others Interviewed. 

Senator Voorhees said: “It is a step in 
the right direction. It shows that the idea 
is alive and commanding great respect. It 
indicates that the nations will not long con- 
sent to the continued disuse of silver as 
money, and points to the restoration of free 
coinage. If silver should continue to be 
denied its right as a money metal, it will 
be at the behest of the money power the 
“world ovér; ‘and at-t » Of the” 
boring and producing classes. I expect the 
issue to be met, especially in this country, 
at a very early date, and in a very rugged 
and determined manner. Let me say, also, 
that I look upon the recent repeal of the 
Sherman act as a movement in the direc- 
tion of free colnage and the full use of sil- 
ver aS money. 

“TI look for no immediate result from the 
bimetallic conference in England, but it 
shows that the subject is alive and at the 
front among able and thinking people. In 
that respect the convention will be of use 
to the friends of silver money. The friends 
of silver money have no occasion to be 
discouraged. The people have a way of 
determining great questions at the proper 
time and under fitting circumstances 
which cannot be resisted. I look for a gen- 
eral, strong and popular movement on the 
subject, such as that when it comes it will 
defy the opposition of the money centers 
and the power of money. I hope to live 
to take part in this movement when it shall 
come.’’ 

Representative Hatch, of Missouri, said: 
“The London meeting is remarkably signifi- 
cant and important. It shows that the 
world is awakening to the needs of bimetal- 
lism. Armies of unemployed, mob _ rule, 
here and abroad, have followed the demon- 
etization of silver, and it is a hopeful sign 
that the world ig now recognizing that the 
wrong must be righted and that silver must 
be restored as a money of the world.” 

Representative Cex, of Tennessee: “I am 
very much impress with the present con- 
ference, as it is coming from the right 
source. Bimetallism carmnot be long de- 
ferred. The world is recognizing the ne- 
cessity of it, and with England moying, we 
will. have an international coxference and 
an international agreement,” ¥ te, 

Representative McCreary, of Kentucky; a 
member of the last international monetary 
conference, said: “I have always believed 
that the way to reach bimetallism 
through international agreement. That re- 
sult is coming rapidly. I know many of 
those_attendin the London conference, 


and I regard their action as advancing the 


solution of the bimetallic question.”

New York, May 6.—What appears to be 


a revival of the anarchist agitatipn was 


inaugurated today in this city. Over one 
thousand persons, the majority of whom 
wer of: respectable appearance, assem- 
bied at the Thalia theater this afternoon 
and liberally applauded the fiery speeches 
that were delivered. 

The reds have been dormant during the 
past eight months, probably owing to the 
enforced retirement of their female fire- 
brand, Emma Goldman, and the activity 
displayed by the police at the time of her 
arrest in suppressing meetings called by 
persons of known anarchistic tendencies. 
Recently, it has been learned by the police, 
anarchists hereabouts raised a sum of 
money by subscription, which was sent to 
William Mowbray, a London taflor and well- 
known anarchist, who edits a paper in the 
English capital known as The Commonweal. 
The money is intended to defray the ex- 
penses of a trip to this city, and Mowbray, 
on his arrival, is to assume the leadership 
of the anarchists here, but the immigra- 
tion authorities on Ellis island have been 
netified of the plans of the reds and 
Mowbray will be detained on his arrival 
and probably sent back to England. 

It was 3 o'clock this afternoon when the 
meeting at the Thalia was opened by John 
H. Edeman, who said, in part: 

“We are met here together and but a 
handful. As a party, we are but small. 
If we are so insane as the reporters of the 
capitalistic press represent us to

thousands of students throughout the world. 
Anarchism is the force of the best of hu- 
man development for millions of years. It 
is the development of man and of human 
society. It was but a handful of ragged 
French peasants who threw magic into the 
words, “Liberty, Fraternity, Equality!’ 
Take particular notice of 
that are here as detectives and have paid 
15 cents of the city’s money for admission. 
We are only too anxious to speak it from 
house to house that all men are free and 
equal, and want a free and equal ballot 
and a free press. If a man is to strave to 
death in the midst of wealth, it is but a 
barren sort of freedom. We fully and 
clearly understand that before labor can 
be given that access to natural rights the 
whole fabric of soci: ty must be overthrown. 
Society at present but faintly and vaguely 
apprehends what is before it. Forty years 
ago a great Irishman advised his country- 
men to starve to death quietly and consti- 
tutionaliy, and the fools did it. American 
freemen have been following their example. 
(Great applause.) 

‘Fun has been made of the Coxey move- 
ment. Those men demand that the govern- 
ment quit fooling with things in which the 
people have no interest and that they turn 
to other measures. Before this movement 
it was claimed that anarchism was a for- 
eign p'ant, but anarchism is now officially 
admitted to exist among Americans. (Loud 
applause.) It breaks out in the heart of 
our ewn people and it will blossom and in- 
crease. These armies marching on Wash- 


ington will demand more than good roads. 


The country is seething with discontent. 

A Mr. Fitzpatrick, a young Irishman, 
said: 

“‘Fellow slaves, there was a time when we 
could call each other fellow workmen. A 
man said to me a few days ago that he was 
very sorry slavery was abolished. I said 
it was not, but he said he meant negro 
slavery, because if it still existed he would 
be tempted to blacken his face and sell 
himself to get something to eat.” 

He then proceeded to tell of the punish- 
ment of Ananias and said it was well for 
the editors and managers of newspapers 
that his punishment was not in vogue 
or they would all find themselves dead in 
the morning. He went on to draw a paral- 
lel between Cromwell and Coxey, common- 
wealth and commonweal, Charlies I and 
Cleveland. The signs of the times are 
that men will no longer be contented to 
starve and he advised men to b? united on 
the question of supplying themselves with 
food at no matter what cost. 

A Woman Harangues the Crowd. 

When he subsided the platform was taken 
by Mrs. V. de Cleyre, of Philadelphia, 
who was a very prophet of evil indeed. 
She said: 

“In Kansas, Nebraska, Illinois and Wash- 
ington the seed planted by Governor Wise 
comes eastward.

ENGLISH ae DEMONSTRATION, 


A Procession Three Hours in Passing 
Trafalgar Square. 

London, May 6.—English workingmen, as 
usual, made their eight-hour demonstraticn 
this year on the first Sunday after May 
day. Signs of the coming demonstration 
were evident all this morning throughout 
the east end and other laboring districts of 
the south of London. The workingmen were 
gathering from 8 o’clock at the appointed 
places of meeting in Poplar, Bow, Deptford, 
Woolwich, Hackney and Battersea. There 
they were met by the musicians and ban- 
ner bearers and the beribbened organizers 
from the trades’ council. 

Each divisien was drawn up in line with 
a full brass band at the head and was led 
away at 10 or 11 o’clock to tne Thames em- 
bankment. By noon the embankment was 
densely packed from Black Friars bridge 
to Charing Cross with workingmen of all 
trades and conditions, with here and there 
a vehicle carrying leaders and speakers, 
with hundreds of banners, fags and trans- 
parencies waving overhead. At 12:45 o’clock 
the many bands started as many different 
tunes and fifteen minutes later the head of 
the procession moved off toward Hyde 
park.

DROWNING NEAR AUBURN. 


To’ the Veterans of Schleswig-Holstein 
and His Remarks 


INDICATE KINDER TREATMENT FOR THEM 


How the Schleswigers Have Been Coerced. 
No Meetings Allowed Except by Per- 
mission—Foreign News in General. 


Berlin, May 6.—Prince Bismarck’s speech 
to the Holstein veterans on Thursday was 
more closely related to current politics 
than any utterances he has made since his 
faH. It also indicates that he had con- 
sented to act wnofficially'’in harmony with 
the government in affairs where both can 
stand on common ground. Thus, while re- 
maining as far as ever from the chancel- 
lory, he has exerted his mighty influence 
as most Germans have desired him to exert 
it ever since his retirement to the Saxon 
forest. This significance of the princes 
speech was first appreciated, on Nhriday 
evening when the newspapers. spread the re- 
port that the imperial policy in Schleswig- 
Holstein was about to be modified mate- 


; rially. The societies of. Danish; war veter- 


ans whom the prince addressed are abso- 
lutely. without politics. Nevertheless. his 
remarks on their personal association With 
events that led to the unification of the em- 
pire pointed to the existence of a clear un- 
derstanding in the matter between him and 
the emperor. The subject of this under- 
standing ia plan to abolish absolutely all 
forms of distinguishing citizens of the con- 
quered duchies from born Prussians. While 
the assimilation of Schl*swig-Holstein has 
never presented the difficulties experienced 
in Alsace-Lorraine, the fact that the gov- 
ernment has found it completely accom- 
Plisbed in less than thirty years is consid- 
ered a happy augury for the future of the 
reichstag. The policy of the government 
henceforth will be to let fall, silently and 
without formal edict, all the methods of 
coercion once so familiar to the Schles- 
wigers. 
All Appeals Refused. 

Hitherto the Schleswigers have had many 
discretionary powers. Althougt, instructed 
to use thése powers with the utmost con- 
sideration,.they have oiten been arbitrary 
and despotic and have used various 
texts to expel citizens. Recently the Dan- 
ish pastors of the duchies appealed to Dr. 
Bosse, minister of public worship, to grant 
them the liberty to address their flocks on 
religious matters in Danish twice a week. 
This appeal was refused, although pre- 
sented personally by German pastors from 
adjoining districts. Public meetings of 
Schleswigers have been allowed only under 
permits obtained from local ofh- 
cials, and these permits have been granted 
very sparingly, even in where no 
question of politics was at issve. The in- 
terdict was extended even to literary, ar- 
tistic and educational In 
fact, coercion has been carried administra- 
tively to a far greater extent in Schleswig: 
Holstein than in Ireland, and that it has 
had less deplorable results here is due only

He com- 
mented caustically on the anonymous at- 
tacks to which the unfriendly press had 
subjected him, and hit out energetically at 
the opponents who would fight only trom 
cover. 

“Open opposition never galled me,” he 
said, “even when it broke out in my own 
ranks. That was something different,

Coming then to the Schleswig-Holsteir, 
affair, Bismarck said: “I am glad that tae 
difference of opinion which existed thirty 
years ago concerning the future the 
duchies no longer divides us. The whoie 
hation is now permeated with the xnowl- 
edge that the government aims at what is 
best for all.’’ 

After discussing Schleswig-H4lstein af- 
fairs in some detail, the prince gaid of Ger- 
many’s military establishment: 

“We all realize today that our army 
guards the peace, A man upon entering 
the army undoubtedly resigns part of his 
liberty, but he obtains in ex ‘thange the 
feeling of security and responsibility. When 
I served with the gudrds j learned how 
comfortable was this feeling.

Never 
afterwards, asac'wilian, or as a minister 
did I have the same feeling.’’

ALL-ROUND ATHLETICS. 


The Symmetrical Development of the 
Body. 

The question often arises among lovers 
of athletics as to whether it is most desir- 
able to be a specialist or an all-round 
athlete. The latter is generally voted to 
be the best, yet the specialist is more fre- 
quently the favorite type. 

The ancient Greeks divided athletes into 
two great classes—the symmetrically devel- 
oped man or all-round athlete, and the 
abnormally developed or strong man, 

The former type was idealized by the god 
Apollo, who was the pensonification of 
grace, agility, normal strength and beauty. 
The latter was represented in the person of 
Hercules. 

The word athlete is derived from the 
Greek athletes, meaning prize fighter, and 
this is certainly an excellent translation, 
for although prize fighting is not to be ad- 
mired or negates as an occupation, ye' 
the boxer’s mold is on ideal one, combining 
reserve strength, activity and symmetry of 
form in one, 

There are several types of all-round ath- 
letes, but there is only one type of strong 
man, strictly speaking. 

What does it signify that one can lift a 
tremendous weight, if he can use his 
strength to no other advantage? 

Mr. Sandow considers himself an all- 
round athlete, but 1 differ from him; he 
is a strong man. In fact, no one who per- 
forms terrific feats of strength can be an 
alj-round athlete; thething isan impossi- 
bility. 

This sweeping statement is based. on the 
fact that the performance of herculean 
feats require an abnormal development on 
the part of the performer, and abnormal 
development necessitates egg Ronse freon

With this danger in view, boys and young

in personal contests the superiority of 
brute strength is exhibited in wrestling, and 
the supériority- of an all round athlete is 
brought out in boxing. Of course this is 
broadly speaking. 

The weaker of the two, if he be the more 
gkuled, may occasionally throw his oppo- 
nent. As exceptions prove the rule, how- 
ever, the theory remains unchanged, and it 
is therefore my opinion that wrestling is 
tor strong men, while boxing is for ali- 
round athletes. 

I understand that Mr. Sandow has ex- 
pressed his intention to take up boxing and 
enter the ring. It is my opinion that he 
would make a great mistake if he did this. 
If he wishes to try any new form cf ex- 
ercise, let him go in for wrestling—I am 
sure that he would have an easy road to 
fame in that direction.

The heavy labor and 
specialty work to which they are subjected, 
renders them loggy, lumbering, and awk- 
ward in their movements, and consequently 
unfit for forms of exercise which require 
the elements of agility or litheness cf limb 
for their accomplishment, 

Even light exercise can be overdone. 

I once had a friend who was literally 
crazed on the subject of light exercise. He 
was a man of leisure, and thought of 
scarcely anything outside of his physical 
condition. 

He would enter the gymnasium at an ear- 
ly hour every morning, and remain there 
until 3 or 4 o’clock @n the ufternoon, exer- 
cising the entire time without cessation. 

His method of training was a correct one, 
for he employed every muscTte in the body 
in his many and varied forms of light ex- 
ercise, but his ideas as to the tength of time 
required for exercising were at fault. 

The result was that his figure became 
ungainly,» and his nervous energy sapped 
by his over-taxed muscles. He lost quick- 
ness of mind and body, and tecame ‘Stale’ 
in every sense of the word. 

I have another friend, who is a business 
man, also a great lover of athletics. 

He takes moderate forms of light’exercise 
every day, is quite a walker and an ex- 
tremely scientific boxer. He merely takes 
exercise as a recreation, hotvever, and as 
a means of keeping himself in perfect health 
and condition for his social and business 
duties... He is an excellent type of the ma- 
ture, all-round athlete, ag will be seen by 
the aceompanying illustration. 

For comparison, I givg a full length back 
view showing the deveiopment of an ordi- 
nary hard-working young business man, 
who has never taken any exercise, and who 
leans over a desk from morning till night 
in a stuffy office. ; 

And over against this I show another, the 
same style of young man, but one whose 
hobby is all round athletics. and who, be- 
sides his busiuess duties, keeps up his regu- 
lar training, including boxing, running, 
tumbling and jumping. 

As has be?#n previously stated, a specialist 
is a type gf athlete to be very wary about 
becoming, as the tendency of one who 
takes up a specialty is to develop those 
muscles which are used in the favorite 
exere.se und to let the rest of the body go 
unexerciped. 

Thus the idle bicyclist has over devapped 
legs, spindly arms and a hollow chest: the 
hammer-thrower has a tremendous chest, 
brawny arms and ey legs; the oarsman 
has a magnificent back, tremendous shoul- 
ders and a small chest, which eauses him to 
stoov when he walks; and the sprinter has 
good legs, a good chest, but spindly un- 
developed arms.

DEATH OF JUDGE BLACKWELL. 


A Prominen* Citizen of Marietta Dies. 
The Funeral Today. 

Marietta, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—Judge J. 
B. Blackwell died at his home here this 
morning at thirty minutes of 4 o’clock. He 
had been seriously sick for only about a 
week. He was in his eighty-first year, and 
after a life of eminent usefulness he calm- 
ly met the summons as one who wraps the 
drapery of his couch about him and lies 
down to pleasant dreams. 

He came to this county from Hall county 
in 1835. when the county was almost en- 
tirely covered with virgin forest and the 
present site for Mariette had just been se- 
lected. During all the eventful years since 
then he has done his full share toward 
making both what they are today. He was 
a large land owner and one of our most 
prosperous farmers. His first wife was 
2a Miss Mayes and belonged to one of the 
iargest familieg here. By her he had a 
number of children, among whom were four 
sons in the Georgia Military institute at the 
breaking out of the war. These went into 
the army as officers and ali died auring the 
service. 

Of the chiidren by his first wife. the four 
surviving are Mrs, I. W. Waddell, Mrs, 
George F. Gober, Mrs. Lena McKinney and 
Mrs. J. Y. Alexander. 

His last wife was a Mrs. Ballenger, who, 
with these, mourn his loss. 

Mr. Blackwell was clected sheriff of Cobb 
county when Hon. Joseph E. Brown was 
judge of this circuit. He held this position 
for fifteen or twenty years to the entire sat- 
isfaction of the people. He also served. one 
term in the legislature, oeing ussociated 
with Rev. W. D. Anderson from this coun- 
ty. When President Cleveland was first 
eiected he became postmaster here, being 
the first democratic postmaster here since 
ihe war. He was. universally beloved and 
was as kind as a father to young men strug- 
gling to succeed in life, He was almost a 
life-long member of the Presbyterian 
church. The funeral services will be at the 
Presbyterian church at 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning and will be conducted by the pas- 
tor, Rev. J. H. Patton, after which the 
burial will take place in the family burial 
ground at his old home near Blackwell's 
station on the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad.

THE LITTLE FISHES 


Placed in Georgia Rivers by the United 
States Fish Commission. 


A MILLION CARP IN THE SAVANNAH, 


Anda Large Number in the Oomulgee and 
Ogechee—The Normal Music S8enool 
at Augusta—Other News. 


Augusta, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—There 
are just now in the Savannah river in or 
near Augusta a million or more fish than 
wiggled about in that placid stream last 
week. 

Augusta was visited yesterday by the 
United States fish commission car, in 
charge of Mr. R. 8. Johnson. He placed 
1,000,000 carp in the Savannah river and 
sent about 600,000 each to the Ocmulgee at 
Macon and the Ogeechee at Midville. The 
method of procuring the eggs and hatching 
them are quite interesting. Representatives 
of the commission secured all the eggs of 
shad caught in the Susquehanna, Delaware, 
Potomac and rivers in that section. Then 
the eggs are sent to Washington and there 
transferred to the cars. In the cars water 
is kept circulating in the jars where the 
eggs are, and they are in this way hatched 
into the tanks. Then they are placed in 
the river. Each little fish has a pauch at- 
tached to its stomach, the nutriment from 
which sustains it for ten days, by which 
time it is able to ‘scuffle’ for itself. Of the 
fish hatched out by the females only 5 per 
cent reach maturity, being destroyed by 
other fish; by the artificial process 9 per 
cent are saved. 

The young fish placed in the Savannah 
will remain a few months, then go out into 
the ocean; in two years they return again 
to spawn. 

Normal Masic School. 

The local musical talent of this city has 
organized the Augusta Normal Music school. 
The object of the schoo! istoafford an op- 
portunity, first,for teachers to learn the most 
modern ideas; second, for amateur musi- 
cians; third, for singers who are arxious 
to study the best class choruses; fourth, for 
beginners who desire a good foundation 
upon which to build a musical education. 
There will be class work in elocution, vocal 
culture, sight singing, art culture, violin 
methods, harmony, musical analysis and all 
musical training. 

The faculty is composed of the following 
local talent: Mr. A. O. Brown, Miss Ca- 
pen, Mr. A. Edehblut, Miss Lillian E. 
Hyde, Mr. Charlies Smith, Mr. Charles von

will bring together in Augusta the musical 
talents of all the surrounding country with- 
in several states who are desirous of being 
in touch with the latest methods and the 
best talent.

Memphis, Tenn., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
work of the general conference is now well 
under way. The introduction of new busi- 
ness and the presentation of memorials, 
and the like, occupied the greater part 
of the sessions of yesterday and today. The 
hours of meeting are 9 a. m. to l p. m.

The episcopal address has received only 
favorabie comment from the clergy, the 
religious papers and the secular press. The 
paper is remarkable for the distinctness 
of its every utterance; it is scarcely capa- 
ble of misconstruction. 

The feature of the address is the declar- 
ation regarding evangelists. It is a coinci- 
dence of more than passing moment that at 
the time it was promulgated the walls of 
this city were literally plastered with ad- 
vertisements of a series of temperance ser- 
mons or lectures to be delivered in Memphis 
during the next few days, beginning touay, 
by Sam Jones, who is accepted as the most 
noted of all peripatetic evangelist reformers. 
The ministers generally are of the opinion 
that southern Methodists have quite 
enough law on the subject of evangelists, 
and on what is termed nominal appoint- 
ments, and that what is needed is a uni- 
formity of ruling by the bishops on these 
matters. One thing Is certain: the legisla- 
tion of this conference wiil look toward 
protecting and broadening the sphere of 
usefulness filled by the regular preachers, 
the men who, with the same spirit which 
marks the bravery of the. soldier in the 
ranks, are carrying on the mighty warfare 
against sin. 

Personal and Minor Notes. 


The parliamentary rules by which the de- 
liberations of the conference are governed 
are at variance with rules of secular bod- 
ies, Mr. Long, of Kentucky, a lay dele- 
gate, who has presided over more than one 
democratic state convention, finds this out 
in his discursive efforts to assist in the 
parliamentary control of this ecclesiastical 
congress. 

Dr. G. A. Nunnally, now a resident of 
this city, and one of the most eminent 
preachers of the Baptist denomination in 
Tennessee, found a seat next the Georgia 
delegation today, and most pleasant greet- 
ings passed between him and them. 

Those of our members who came by 
Nashville were charmed with the Belle 
Mead stock farm near that city.

A venerable 
preacher grasped Brother Heidt’s hand as 
the latter passed down the steps, saying: 
“Ah, this must be one of our bishops?’ 
“No,”’ said the smiling doctor; “only a 
preacher.” ‘“‘Well,’”’ said the old man, ‘‘you 
look like you might be a bishop.” Some- 
thing like a blush, but a worthy and proud 
one, for a moment crept into Dr. Heidt’s 
cheeks, as he bowed his acknowledgments 
to his admirer. 

Bishop Haygood is enjoying himself vast- 
ly. He usually sits at the right end of the 
row of bishops, and a favorite attitude is 
leaning back in his chair, with the end 
of his stick on a chair seat, his handker- 
chief on the end of the cane and his hand 
resting upon it. This is a cane supposed by 
the uninitiated to have been cut from the 
side of Mount Nebo, or some other place 
of scriptural celebrity; but really his jack- 
knife had to cut some of the brambles 
growing on Gum creek, Newton county, to 
get to this stick. 

It is a mooted question on the outside 
as to whether any more bishops will be 
elected at this conference. At the end of 
another quadrennium Bishop Keener will 
be in his eightieth year, and Bishops Wil- 
son. Granbery and Key will have entered 
upon their seventieth or upwards. If new 
bishons are recommended it will probably 
be with the view of avoiding the necessity 
of electing a number of new ones at the 
next conference. the possibility of mistakes 
inclining toward probability when such a 
necessity has to be met.

Conference of a Religious 
Body at Waycross. 

Waycross, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
annual conference of the Christian Laymen 
Workers’ Association, known as “Parker's 
class,” will be held at the class temple in 
this place the second Sunday in this month, 
and will continue in session one week. The 
organization extends throughout south 
Georgia and in several counties in Florida. 
Laymen and women delegates, about 300 in 
all, will attend the conference. 

The organization received a charter from 
the state about two years ago, when the 
class boasted only about fifty members. To- 
day there are several thousand members. 
The almost phenomenal growth of Parker’s 
class may be attributed to the inducements 
it offers to the poor and ignorant. Poverty 
and illiteracy do not detract from one’s in- 
fluence and usefulness, but rather lend in- 
terest aml sympathy. The membership is 
largely composed of the very poor in towns 
and rural districts. The women and chil- 
dren are forbidden to wear ornaments, and 
their dress is of cheap material and made 
in a simple manner. The men dress in 
black and are required to leave off style. 
Upon entering a church the members are 
required to kneel for one minute before tak- 
ing their seats. The association was organ- 
ized in 1892. Parker’s class was founded by 
William Parker, the president of the or- 
ganization, in 1886. Mr. Parker has written 
a discipline with an introduction for the use 
of the association. It contains the by-laws, 
a selection of hymns and tunes and Bible 
readings. 

In his preface to the book the author 
Says: ‘God made people for a purpose, and 
the Christian Laymen Workers’ Association 
was instituted to unite such people as are 
arxious to know for what purpose they are 
made. This is a very important war in 
which every one of God's people should 
lend a hand. We consider our preachers 
the flying artillery and our laymen the in- 
fantry in this struggle to liberate souls, and 
it is as essential to have well drilled in- 
fantry as artillery.’’ 

The society was once called the “Grave- 
yard class,’’ because of its preximity to the 
cemetery and the poverty of its members. 
As a reason for excluding ministers fzom 
the association, Mr. Parker says: ‘Some 
preachers are opposed to us because we ex- 
clude them from cur association, but we 
cannot ask the preachers to come down 
out of the pulpits and be laymen any more 
than they can ask us to go into the pulpits 
and be preachers.. So many people try to 
preach who are not preachers that it is 
bringing reproach upon the profession.” 

The by-laws, require that the ‘sag*nbers 
shall not sing, pray or talk more than five 
minutes at a time, unless unusually bur- 
dened for souls.”’ ‘

MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Professor Dillon, of Augusta Grammar 
School. Leaves Home 


AND IS FOUND UNCONSCIOUS AT SCHOOL. 


He Dies in Three Hours Aiter Being 
Found—A Child’s Clothing Takes Fire 
and the Little One Fatally Burned. 


Augusta, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—Profes- 
sor W. B. Dillon, principal of the central 
grammar school, died this afternoon at 
5 o’clock, under mysterious circumstances. 
Professor Dillon went fishing on May day, 
it being a holiday in the schools, and has 
not been very well since. He missed two 
days at school, but yesterday teft home in 
apparently good condition, He told his wife 
he was going to see a friend out on the 
Sand Hills, and if he came back at all 
it would be late. He did not return home 
last night, and when his father-in-law, Mr. 
B. B. Lester, returned from church today, 
and still there was no news, he went out 
to look for him. 

About 2 o’clock he looked in the school 
building and found Professor Lillon leaning 
back in his chair unconscious. st 5 o'clock 
he died, having spoken but once. There was 
evidence of a temporary resuscitation, and 
Dr. Doughty asked: “How do you fell, 
Ben?’ He replied: ‘‘Never better,’’ and then 
relapsed into unconsciousness from which 
he did not again recover. 

At the coroner’s inquest the physicians 
declined to give any positive theory of the 
cause of death, and an autopsy was order- 
ed. The result has not yet been reached. 

Professor Dillon was very capable, a fine 
disciplinarian and beloved by his school. 
He- leaves a wife and no children. He was 
married about a year ago and is thirty-four 
years old. He was a Mason, and Odd Fel- 
low, a Knight of Pythias and junior second 
lieutenant of the Clinch Rifles. 

The autopsy, as far as carried on tonight, 
did not show any disease of any of the 
organs of the body. The doctors who 
were with him before death say his symp- 
toms presented were not such as would fit 
any usual disease or common poison. The 
Organs were all found normal and in a fair- 
ly healthy condition. Dr. Holliday, who 
performed the autopsy, gave it as his evi- 
dence that he was unable to determine the 
cause of death, but the contents of the 
stomach had been taken out and preserved 
for examination by competent chemists, 
which may reveal the true cause of death. 

The verdict of the jury was that the cause 
of death was unknown until the stomach 
was examined by a chemist. 

The failure so far as to find the cause of 
Professor Dillon’s death makes it a sen- 
sational mystery. 

A Child Fatally Burned. 

Another deplorable occurrence was the 
birning this afternoon of Kittie B. Henry, 
the eight-year-old sister of Mr. Joe Henry, 
of Savannah, and Mr. ‘“homas P. Henry, 
the newspaper man, now of New York. This 
little daughter of Mrs. Mary Henry was 
playing in a neighbor’s yard with several 
other children. They haG matches and were 
lighting a lightwood torch when Annie’s 
clothing caught. Her screams attracted the 
wife of Policeman Tromerhauser, who ran 
to the child’s assistance, and seizing her 
in her arms tried to smother the flames by 
holding the. child close to her. Mr. 
Henry Kennedy followed close _ be- 
hind Mrs. Tromerhauser, and just 
as the latter’s clothes were catching, 
seized the child from her. Tearing the 
child's clothes open in the back he stripped 
them from her, but she was already so 
badly burned that the skin came off with 
the clothing. 

The doctors say she cannot five through 
the night. Her internal burns seemed to 
have destroyed or benumbed her nerves, 
and though conscious, she seems to sufter 
no pain.

It may seem incredible to some of my 
readers, but I have from the lips of one of 
the best opticians west of the Mississippi 
that 22 per cent of the 50,000 or 60,000 blind 
persons in the United States were rendered 
so by the growth of a remarkable fungus 
plant which seems to be perfectly at home 
in the human eye. The little plant which 
causes this terrible affliction belongs to the 
lowest order of the fungi and is a single- 
celled organism known as a coccus. It 
propagates simply by division—that is, a 
single cell, growing to ita €ull ze, splits 
into two or more, usually four, perfect 
plants, these again subdividing as before. 

These plants grow upon the external cov- 
ering of the eye, and soon destroy the clear 
medium so necessary to vision. The propa- 
gation of the little mischief-maker is very 
rapid, and its growth in the tissues cover- 
ing the eyeball causes much irritation, cut- 
ting off the supply of nutriment, and re- 
sulting in congestion: So far as is known 
it is spread only by infection, and must be 
Planted directly upon suitable soil before it 
can grow. This, in brief, is what is known 
as the bacterial cause of blindness.

Interest in the Bicycle Races Wext 
Wednesday Increasing 


SOME OF THE BEST RIDERS ENTERED, 


Interesting Features of the Programme. 
An Attempt Will Be Made to Break 
the Georgia Record. Eto’ 


Interest in the bicycle races to be held 
at Piedmont park next Wednesday has 
been growing daily. The affair has now 
assumed a magnitude far beyond the ex- 
pectations of its promoters. Entries in 
the various events have been coming in by 
every mail for the last few days and are 
still coming in at a lively rate. The entry 
list contains more prominent riders than 
have ever appeared before at a southern 
meet. Stars of the first magnitude in the 
racing world will be seen for the first 
time in the south, 

‘rhe racing association has spared no pains 
nor expense to bring the crack riders here, 
and their efforts should be rewarded by a 
packed gand stand at the races on Wednes- 
day afternoon. The track will be in ex- 
cellent condition by that time and it is not 
unlikely that some records will be broken 
by either Johnson, Taylor or Bald. These 
famous cracks will meet on this occasion 
for the first time this season and each will 
be on his mettle> Johnson will probably 
be the favorite for first place, as he holds 
all the world’s records from one hundred 
yards to one mile. It may also be men- 
tioned here that he has challenged Zim- 
merman for a race for $10,000 a side and 
that the challenge has not been accepted, 
showing that the “Jersey skeeter’’ is not 
very anxious to meet the Minneapolis boy. 

Taylor was the first bicycle rider to ride 
a mile faster than the trotting horse rec- 
ord. He accomplished this feat last spring, 
doing the mile in 2:02, his time being two 
seconds better than that of Nancy Hanks's 
2:04. Taylor has shown better form this 
Spring than ever before and is almost sure 
to win first place in at least one of the 
races he enters. 

KE. C. Bald, the Buffalo wonder, has been 
in hard training for the past few weeks, 
and he will give Johnson and Taylor the 
hardest races of their lives. Ire is: the 
youngest man of the three and may fool 
the prophets. 

Another of the Class B men who have 
entered in these races is M. V. Carter, of 
Baltimore, Md. He is not so well known 
as the others but his friends expect great 
things of him this season and.he is not 
likely to disappoint them. 

A most interesting feature of the pro- 
gramme will be the ride of Johnson against 
time to break the Georgia record. This will 
be quite an innovation, as it has never 
before been attempted in this city. In his 
trial against time Johnson will be paced by 
Taylor, Bald and Carter. If these men 
make the pace hot enough and there is no 
reason why they should not, the record will 
surely be smashed. Johnson's demon-like 
finishes in his record-breaking attempts are 
worth going miles to see. 

Among the best known men who are en- 
tered in the Class A races are: George 
Fitzsimmons, of Greensboro, N. C.; R. V. 
Connerat, of Savannah, Ga., and Chalfant, 
Caperton, Bolles, Quinn and Johnson, of 
Atlanta. 

Fitzsimmons holds the state champion- 
ship of North Carolina, while Connerat is 
champion of Georgia. The struggle be- 
tween these two men is sure to be a des- 
perate one. The fastest of the local men 
are entered in the same races with Con- 
nerat and Fitzsimmons, and neither of these 
men will have a walkover. The rivalry 
between the local men, though friendly, is 
intense, and most oxciting races will be 
the result. Caperton is in good shape and 
many think he will be the winner. Quinn, 
the Boston boy, has been doing some great 
work of late, and it is only a few days since 
he won a number of races in Augusta. 
Cleveland Bolles has been training hard of 
late and it is whispered that he will sur- 
prise the natives in these races. Ned 
Chaifant is an old hand at racing and will 
do to watch. He has had a larger and 
more varied experience on the track than 
any other local rider and it would not be 
surprising to see him cross the wire first.

The Churches of the City Were All Well 
Attended Yesterday, 


AND THE CONGREGATIONS ENTERTAINED 


By the Ministers—The Christian Church 
Was Thronged—The Sermons Were 
Interesting and Entertsininvg. 


The services at the Central Presbyterian 
Church yesterday were again characterized 
by a large congregation and excellent mu- 
sic. A beautiful ‘‘Te Deum” was sung and 
aS an offertory a quartet arrangement of 
the anth®m “Praise the Lord, O My Soul.” 
The hymns also were appropriately selected 
and sung to familiar tunes by the whole 
congregation. Dr. Strickler’s sermon was 
ene of his ablest efforts and valuable as 
treating of some of the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity -most difficult to accept. His text 
was Il Thess. ii, 10: “But they received not 
the love of truth,’’ or as he said, the cor- 
rect transiation should read: ‘“‘They receiv- 
ed not the truth in love.’’ He said, in sub- 
stance: 

All truth is worthy of acceptance—general 
truth or scientific truth—but what is spe- 
Clally meant here is religious truth—the 
truth taught by the scriptures. Al! truth is 
enlightening and elevating, but what is 
most needed is scripture truth. It is not 
Sufficient to know the truth, or to believe 
the truth, or even to receive the truth; 
what is required is that we must receive 
the truth. in love. And we must receive not 
only portions of scriptural truth, 
but ali scriptural trutn in love, 
not a doctrine here and there, 
tor all is God's truth. This does not 
necessar!ly mean that we should receive 
ail the subjects of the teaching with love, 
Such as sin and future punishment, but the 
teaching as to those subjects. | shall call 
attention to some truths many Christians 
receive with reluctance, that they may 


more perfectly understand them and receive 


them with love. 

One of these is God's sovereignty; yet it 
is one of the plainest of truths taught by 
reason and py all scripture. As God is over 
all He must retain a sovereignty over all, 
He is able to use all things for His will. 
His sovereignty in creation and preserva- 
tion is easily accepted, but His sovereignty 
in redemption is received with reluctance. 
They hate to believe that salvation is of 
God. If Goi used this power capriciously 
over us we might object, but instead He 
makes all the attributes of His nature 
work for our salvation, puts them under 
bond, as it were, to secure it and brings 
them all into our service. Since these things 
are so, ought we not to receive this with 
just as much love as any other doctrine? 

Another doctrine is God’s justice. So tar 
at least as Gcd’s people are concerned this 
is due to a misapprehension. To be a real 
God, worthy of our respect, His justice is a 
necessity. To be just requires the prescrip- 
tion of laws, and that they be enforced by 
adequate penalties. If God were not infi- 
nitely just there would be one attribute of 
His nature imperfect. But we need not 
fear the justice, for though it requires a 
punishment for sin, God has provided a 
substitute to bear that penalty for us, and 
if we accept that substitute justice, no less 
than mercy, calls for the pa-don of the sin- 
ner. 

Another of these doctrines, and one which 
even Christians often try to tone down, is 
that of the necessity of regeneration. That 
there ought to be some change all admit, 
but dislike to think thrg their must be a 
radical change of nature, because it takes 
salvation completely out of their hands. 
But what we need for salvation is not a 
change in mere tendency and habits, but 
a@ radical change, a renewing and sanctify- 
ing of our whole nature, and this we all 
know by experience. Tnat this doctrine 
makes us entirely dependent for salvation 
upon God is true, but should this alarm 
us, since God is so much more concerned 
about our salvation than we are? Since 
God is so able and willing to save, this doc- 
—— also should be received with joy and 
ove. 

Another doctrine is that of future punish- 
ment. That this doctrine is taught 
In the scriptures, none will deny who are 
content with their plain and obvious mean- 
ing. Those who reject it forget the enor- 
mity of sin—that it is a crime against the 
sweetest Being, cuts us off from him and fills 
us with corruption, so that if we saw it as 
He did the punishment would not seem ex- 
cessive; that the punishment 1s not prescrib- 
ed with a desire to inflict it, but that it 
may prevent the crime for which it is a 
penalty, and that God has shown that He 
has no desire to inflict it by giving His own 
Son to save guilty sinners from the pen- 
alty. Now, in spite of all that God. and 
reason, and providence, and the church 
can do to prevent the enforcement cf that 
penalty. to sav the least, the sinner aione 
is responsible if it is enforced. 

Lastly, there is the truth that we should 
consecrate ourselves wholly to God’s ser- 
vice—often received with reluctance. But 
again, this is due to a misapprehension of 
the doctrine. It does not mean that we must 
sacrifice our own welfare, but that in giving 
ourselves wholly to God’s service that weli- 
fare will be best secured. Such is the beau- 
tiful, attractive meaning of this doctrine. 

Thus, by going over those doctrines which 
are most reluctantly received, we find how 
these also should be received in love.

quently that we are in Christ and born 
into His kingdom, but in this clause we 
find the converse proposition. The expres- 
sion is highly figurative and, after it serves 
the purpose of the writer’s illustration, the 
analogy must not be attempted further. The 
pursuing of this thought and its literal ap- 
plication led the early church to some guaint 
and almost ridiculous conclusions. In con- 
sidering the text in the light of history we 
learn that it is really not a New Testament 
idea. Prophets were introduced into the 
presence and influence of the spirit of God. 
They spoke under inspiration things beyond 
their own comprehension, and truths the 
full depths of which have not yet been 
fathomed. Even the old Greek philosophers, 
removed from the truths and traditions of 
the Hebrews, spoke of a certain logos, or 
spirit, which gave expression of its thoughts 
through them. Socrates, the greatest and 
purest of the philosophers, seeking a solu- 
tion of human problems, told of the demon 
which seemed to possess him; not a demon 
as an evil spirit, but an indefinable some- 
thing which he was honest enough to ad- 
mit as controlling him. It seems the gen- 
eral impression upon the minds and hearts 
of men that they are led and taught and 
held and restrained in the paths of duty, 
righteousness and truth. 

In every Christian life there appears the 
personality of Christ which is outside of 
us, but becomes part of us and fits us for 
life and its duties. 

Christ is not merely a doctrine nor is he 
a theology. There is nothing duller or drier 
than a mere doctrine. No set of rules can 
be used to hedge us about; rules never con- 
tain more than the barest conception of 
duty or truth. An effort to compile a few 
rules or to square one’s life by any one doc- 
trine from the Bible is essentially a failure. 
No dry statement of philosophical truth 
has ever ruled us. The personality of the 
living Christ who taught more by His own 
acts and the sweet charm of.His sympathy 
with man than by any other means, has 
made deepest impress on humanity. 

In studying the personality of Christ we 
find in the simple story told of him by the 
four evangelists the most important ele- 
ments. He spent a quiet, blessed childhood, 
without any special inspiration, doubtiess 
delighting His mother in all the tender lit- 
tle ways which children now have. His was 
a remarkable period of youth, young man- 
hood and maturer manhood, developing a 
regular succession of character. He was 
endowed gradually with power and wisdom 
until He attained the full measure of His 
human and divine personality. In#ll this 
we find the type of Christian character. A 
soul newly converted to God is as a babe in 
its weakness, helplessness and doubt. Many 
grieve because they are not born full grown 
into the kingdom. This would be a physical 
and spiritual impossibility. The disciples 
who were nearest to Christ and mosf strong- 
ly influenced by Him were trained in His 
wisdcm and lifted up to share somewhat of 
the ideas and purposes of the Savior. In 
His last utterances to them we find that He 
calls them now friends, no longer servants; 
they had come to the place where they 
must assist in the interpretation of the 
meaning of Christ to the world.

He is our defense, our shelter. He is our 
light, our deliverer, our friend, the.one who. 
has walked before us in all the hardest 
paths and left assurances of His love and 
sympathy along every line life. He lifts

THE LOGUST SCARE 


Should Not Bother Those Who Read 
the Facts, 


IT IS AN OLD THING EXPLODED 


By the Students of Later Days—They Show 
W hat the Locust Isand What It Does. 
The Subject One of Study for Many 


The seventeen-year locusts have been at- 
tracting some attention within the last few 


days. 

Mr. W. J. Mills, of East Point, has made 
a study of the locusts and in a card to The 
Constitution says: 

‘“‘While so many of the country people are 
indulging in superstitious gossip about this 
insect will be a fitting time to give them a 
little information and dispel their popular 
but erroneous beliefs. 

“The insect known as the seventeen-year 
locust belongs to a family of insects known 
to science as cicada flies (cicadaria\, genera 
stridulantia. 

“The stridulantia derive their name from 
the faculty they possess of producing a 
chirping sound, which, as they are gen- 
erally of large size, is often exceedingly 
loud and sometimes disagreeable. Never- 
theless, the ancients, and particularly the 

* Greeks, appear to have regarded this music, 
which is very unpleasant to modern ears, 
with feelings of great satisfaction, and the 
cicada is often referred to with expressions 
of delight by the Greek poets. The appara- 
tus by which the sound is produced, consists 
of a sort of drum placed in a cavity on each 
side of the base of the abdomen. This is 
pulled inward by the action of a particular 
muscle, and on being again let loose its 
vibration produces a loud sharp tone. The 
drums are concealed by scale-like plates, 
which are sometimes so large aS to reach 
nearly to the extremity of the abdomen. The 
femaie lays her eggs in slits, which she cuts 
in the bark of trees by means of a curious 
Saw-like ovipositor, and the branches are 
sometimes so weakened by this operation 
that they fall to the ground, when the 
larva, or grub, burrows down to the root 
of the trees, upon which they feed, often 
@ocasioning considerable damage. They 
appear to occupy about two years in their 
development. In some parts of the United 
States the cicadas have the general name 
of ‘harvest flies.” There are several species, 
one of which, the red-eyed cicada, cicada 
septendecim, is remarkable on account of 
the popular notion that it appears only once 
in seventeen years in the same locality, 
being supposed to pass the interval in its 
preparatory stages. Hence it is known as 
the seventeen-year locust. 

“This idea is, however, quite unfounded. 
Some of these insects appear every year, 
and they have manifested themselves in 
vast numbers at irregular intervals of five 
to ten years. This insect is very different 
from the locust of the scriptures; in fact, 
it is not a locust at all. It is perfectly 
harmless and can do no damage whatever 
to farm crops. Some of the country people 
appear to place faith in the signification of 
certain marks on the upper wings, which 
may be taken for NN, N W or W W, ac- 
carding to the fancy of the person looking 
at them. The popular belief that if the 
marks are W W it indicates the coming of 
a war, or if the marks are N W there will 
be no war, has no reasonable foundation 
whatever. The marks are merely the 
nervures of the wings, and will be found 
to be precisely the same in every individual 
specimen.”’ 

Cicada Tredecim or Thirteen Year 
Cicada. 

Editor Constitution—Doubtless every one 
has noticed recently the large number of 
so-called locusts on our streets and in the 
adjacent forests. The term locust is a 
misnomer, it belongs properly to the destruc- 
tive .grasshoppers which, at intervals, de- 
vastate portions of the world, and the 
name has probably been transferred to the 
insect now in our midst because both ap- 
pear in large numbers at rather long inter- 
vals. The proper name of our present vis- 
itor is cicada tredecim, or thirteen-year 
cicada, as it appears@n large numbers at 
intervals of thirteen years, this being the 
eighteenth brood Known. -: Another brood of 
cicada appears at intervals of seventeen 
years, cicada septemdecim. The life his- 
tory of this insect is somewhat peculiar. 
Like most other insects the duration of 
life in its perfect state is short, @vhilst its 
larval life is ve.y long. In from five to 
six weeks after it comes out of the ground 
as a perfect insect it dies and disappears. 
In about two weeks after its emergence it 
begins to lay eggs (several hundred to 
each female), in the young and tender 
branches of trees, near their ends. The oak 
is the principal tree selected, but eggs may 
be laid in almost any other, except those of 
the pine family. The female has an ovi- 
poscitor, consisting of an awl-like borer in 
the middle, with a saw cn each side of it. 
With this she pierces the twigs and deposits 
her eggs. These hatch in forty to fifty days, 
or sooner, into little active grubs that drop 
from the trees and enter the ground and 
subsist there by sucking the juices of roots. 
By so doing they may injure fruit and other 
trees quite decidedly. Their subterranean 
life is thus prolonged for thirteen years. 
They slowly increase in size until they 
emerge from the ground something like a 
horny grub or pupa, and quickly shedding 
their skin appear as the mature, winged 
insect. In their mature state they do lit- 
tle harm to vegetation; as grubs they may 
do a great deal. The ends of twigs that 
have been much bored in the depositing of 
eggs often die and finaily break off, but the 
greatest harm done is by their depredation 
on the roots of plants. The males have a 
drum-like structure just back of their wings, 
consisting of folds of thin, elastic mem- 
brane the tension of which is increased or 
diminished by sudden contraction of wuius- 
cles attached to them, and with which they 
make the characteristic noise with which 
the forests resound during their brief so- 
journ.

Notice of election for determining upon 
the issuance of seven thousand dollars of 
school house bonds, by tne town of Hast 
Point: 

To the People (Qualified Voters) of the 
Town of Hast Point: At a regular meeting 
of the common council of said town, heid on 
the 10th day of April, 1894, the following or- 
dinance was unanimousiy adopted, viz: “An 
ordinance to hold an election to determine 
upon the issuance of seven thousand dollars 
of schoolhouse bonds, to provide for the reg- 
istration of voters at said election, and for 
other purposes.’ 

‘“‘Whereas, The common council of the 
town of East Point, in Fulton cyulty, Veur- 
gia, deems it advisable to issue seven thou- 
sand dollars of bonds to be used exclusive- 
ly for the purpose of building a 
house in said town, if proper authority is 
first had therefor, and the constitution and 
laws of said state, viz: Paragraphs one and 
two of section seven of article seven of the 
constitution, and sections 508 (i) to 508 (m), 
inclusive of the Georgia code of 1882, and 
the new charter of said town, being an act 
of the general assembly approved by the 
governor on the 8th day of September, 1591, 
and an act of the general assembly author- 
izing the issuance of said bonds, approved 
by the governor on the lith day of Decem- 
ber, 1893, require the submission of the ques- 
tion of the issuance of said bonds to the 
qualified voters of said town, therefore. 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the common 
council of the said town of East Point, that 
an election shall be held by the qualified 
voters of said town, on the 22d day of May, 
1s94, to determine whether there shall be is- 
sued seventy bonds, of the denomination of 
one hundred dollars each, aggregating seven 
thousand dollars, bearing interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent per annum, the interest 
to be evidenced by proper.interest coupons 
attached to each bond, such interest to be 
payable on the first day of July and Janu- 
ary of each year, none of the principal of 
any of said bonds to be payat.e pntil Jan- 
uary 1, 1924, at which time all of said princl- 
pal shall be payable, and also at which time 
all of said bonds shall be fully paid off, to 
be used exclusively for the purpose of build- 
ing a schoolhouse in said town of Hast 
Point.

CLUB PULLING. 


Two Bon-Ton Negro Clubs Palled Yes- 
terday by the Police. 


FORTY-SIX CLUB MEN AT ONE HAUL. 


° The Laboring Men’s Literary Associa- 
tion’ and “*Tbe Laboring Men’s Pleasure 
Club” Before the Recorder Today. 


Fashionable club life among the festive 
colored citizens of Atlanta received a crush- 
ing blow yesterday. 

in fact the whole institution is in a state 
of paralyzed demoralization. 

It all came about by a sudden and swoop- 
ing raid upon two bon-ton clubhouses, 
where the colored gentry of Atlanta are 
wont to congregate and quaff the spark- 
ling cocktail and foaming beer._ 

The places raided were “‘The Laboring 
Men’s Literary Association,’’ at 77% Broad, 
and “The Laboring Men’s Pleasure Club,” 
at 354% Ivy street. 

The raids were made simultaneously by 
the city detective force, assisted by Ser* 
geant White and a small squad of police. 

Both clubs were running at white heat 
when the officers arrived and forty-four of 
the revelers were bagged and transported 
to police headquarters in three _ patrol 
wagons, which were held in readiness for 
the emergency. 

It appeared to be a rather dull day at the 
Broad street resort, as only eight arrests 
were made there. ‘These, however, in- 
cluded the manager, Osburn Pope, against 
whom was entered a charge of retailing 
spirituous liquors without a license. Of the 
thirty-six pulled in the lvy street place the 
same charge was entered against Hilliard 
Woolfolk, Charles Turner and Charley Ash, 
the apparent managers of the place. 

The charge against those found in the 
clubrooms \Wwas entered on the docket as 
disorderly and immoral conduct. 

The entire gang was locked up, but dur- 
ing the afternoon all of those arrested in 
the ivy street resort were released on bond, 
several leading gentlemen of the city stand- 
ing for tneir appearance. 

As one by one of this fortunate contingent 
shook the station house -dust off his feet 
and rushed into the arms of liberty, the 
look on the faces of the Broad street club 
members was pathetic in the extreme, 

When asked why they didn’t leave, too, 
one old slavery time darky sadly remarked: 

“You see, boss, de white folks dat we work 
fur has done gone to dere clubs, too, an’ 
don’t know de trouble we's in. Dey would 
git us out sho’ if dey know’d it.” 

Both of these clubs have be n raided be- 
fore and those arrested were arraigned be- 
fore the recorder, but it could not be proven 
that they violated the liberties ‘aliowed by 
tneizy charters, and they were released. 

‘This time, however, the detectives claim 
to have absolute proor that both clubs have 
been seliing spirituous liquors to parties 
who are not members. It is also said that 
a charge of gambling may be sustained be- 
fore the recorder. Cards, dice and other 
Zgambiing paraphernalia were seized at 
both places. 

lt uas ieaked out that negroes are not 
the only people who frequent the Laboring 
Men’s Literary Association and the Labor- 
ing Men’s Pleasure Club. 

Well-dressed white men have been seen 
reireshing the inner man theie. 

This first came to the attention of the 
poiice force through Detectives Wooten and 
triolcombe. 

On Sunday, two weeks ago, they visited 
the Ivy street resort ‘n search of some 
Stolen goods. Qn entcring the clubroom 
they figine it teeming with negroes, all of 
whom were either drinking beer and whisky 
or playing cards. ‘To their surprise, how- 
ever, there were over a dozem white men in 
the crowd, who seemed to be perfectly at 
home among their sable cOmpanions and 
were enjoying to the fullest extent the re- 


-freshments tnat were being dispensed. 


The detectives reported the place at police 
headquarters, but a raid was not deemed 
advisable until yesterday. 

The parties arrested were very indignant. 
They seemed to think it an outrage that 
their ciubrooms should be singled out and 
pulled by the police. 

“The constitution and by-laws of ir 
club are modeled after those of the Capital 
UVity Club,”’ said Charley Taylor, a director 
of the Ivy street club, “and I don’t see why 
we should be arrested when it is allowed to 
go unmolested. We have a cnarter and 
pay license, and if we have violated the law 
every club in the city is guilty.” 

A prominent retail liquor dealer, who was 
at police headquarters at the time, said that 
he was thinking seriously of taking out a 
club license. 

“Why,” said he, “I can save $1,000, which 
I now pay for retail license, and keep open 
every hour of tne week, Sunday included. 
It is one of the biggest ‘cinches’ you. ever 
heard of and will make a zvod enterprising 
man a fortune in a few years. 

“Yes, of course, the clubs hurt the regular- 
ly licensed retail liquor dealers in Atlanta. 
People who would ordinarily buy a quart of 
whisky on Saturday night for Sunday don't 
do it when they have access to a ciub, be- 
cause th@y can get any kind of a mix- 
ed drink there. Now if we barkeepers 
could just keep open all thé time we cuuild 
even matters to some extent.’ 

The parties arrested yesterday will ap- 
pear before Judge Calhoun this afternoon.

A CARTE RSVI LLE CASE 


Will Be Decided by His Honor, Judge 
Newman, Today. 

Judge Newman will probably render a 
decision today in a case which materially 
affects the interests of the town of Car- 
tersville. 

Several years ago the Cartersville Water, 
Gas and Improvement Company put in a 
System of gas works. Upon these they is- 
sued a large amount of bonds. The Inter- 
national Trust Company went in as trustee 
to the bondholders. 

All the trouble arose between the city 
of Cartersville and the gas company, and 
litigation; took place between the two, 
which resulted in the supreme court hoiding 
that the city could not contract with the 
gas company for twenty years without a 
vote from the people. They held also that 
the city could not exempt the gas works 
from taxation. The city then declined to 
go on with the work and this company 
defaulted on its bonds, the trust company 
foreclosing its mortgage in favor of the 
bondholders. 

There was no resistance to the foreclosure 
by the gas company and the trust company 
is now seeking to hold the city liable for 
certain money it has paid to the gas com- 
pany, for the taxes the city has collected 
and for damages on the contract. The 
whole amounts to $15,000. The city, through 
its attorneys, Colonel M. Harris, of 
Cartersville, and Messrs. Glenn & Maddox 
of this city, demurfed to the bill of the 
trust company so far as the city of Car- 
tersville was concerned. The argument be- 
fore Judge Newman has been made and 
the decision will possibly be rendered today.
